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SUBJECT: VENEZUELAN FOREIGN MINISTER VISITS BOGOTA: COMMENTS ON 

BILATERAL RELATIONS AND BOGOTA EOREIGN MINISTERS 

MEETING. 

1. FOREIGN MINISTER ARISTEDES CALVANI OF VENEZUELA ARRIVED IN BO- 
GOTA OCTOBER 14, FOR THREE DAYS OF DISCUSSIONS WITH COLOMBIAN FO- 
REIGN MINISTER VAZUQEZ, BEGINNING OCTOBER 15. CALVANI, WHO 

HAD JUST COME FROM THE INAUGURATION OF JUAN PERON IN BUENOS AIRES, 
DISCUSSED A NUMBER OF TOPICS WITH REPORTERS WHO MET HIM AT THE 
BOGOTA AIRPORT. 

2. IN REGARD TO THE GULE OE VENEZUELA BOUNDARY DISPUTE, CALVANI 
SAID THAT HE AND VAZQUEZ WOULD CONTINUE THEIR DIALOGUE IN AN EEFORT 
TO REACH A MUTUALLY SATISFACTORY SOLUTION. HE HELD OUT NO HOPE OF 
AN EARLY SETTLEMENT (AND SPECIFICALLY NOT BEFORE THE END OE THE 
PASTRANA/CALDERA TERMS OF OFFICE) BUT SAID THAT HE WOULD WORK DI- 
LIGENTLY IN PURSUIT OF AN ACCORD. HE STATED THAT DIALOGUE WAS A 
NECESSITY; THAT THE PRODUCT OE SUCH EFEORTS, EVEN IF IT WERE NOT 
WHAT PEOPLE EXPECTED, WAS VALUABLE SINCE IT WAS AN ACT, BY BOTH 
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2. SPEAKING ON THE FORTHCOMING BOGOTA MEETING OF LATIN AMERICAN 
FOREIGN MINISTERS, CALVANI SAID THAT HE CONSIDERED IT TO BE OF 
GREAT IMPORTANCE. HE SAID THAT GIVEN SECRETARY KISSINGERS DESIRE 
TO EXAMINE US-LATIN AMERICAN RELATIONS, THE LOGICAL FIRST STEP WAS 
FOR THE LATINS TO REACH ACCORD AMONG THEMSELVES AND TO DEFINE THE 
LATIN AMERICAN CONCEPT OF ITS DIALOGUE WITH THE US. HE SAID THAT 
THIS WOULD REQUIRE GREAT SOLIDARITY AND, ABOVE ALL, A LARGE VIEW 
THAT WILL ALLOW THE LATINE TO RESOLVE THEIR OWN DIFFERENCES. 

3. CALVANI, IN SUMMARIZING HIS VIEW OF THE FUTURE OF U.S.-LATIN 
AMERICAN RELATIONS SAID THAT IF BY THE END OF THE CENTURY THE 
LATIN AMERICAN S HAVE NOT REACHED COMPLETE UNITY, THEY WILL HAVE 
MISSED THE TRAIN. 
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
